The  Co-Operative  Workrooms 


The  Co-Operative  Workrooms  were  established  thirty  years  ago  by 
Mrs.  Fields  and  Mrs.  Lodge.  The  women  who  are  helped  are  those 
who  are  unable  to  compete  in  commercial  life  with  the  usual  wage-earn¬ 
ers,  or  who  are  temporarily  in  want  through  family  misfortune.  Some¬ 
times  the  careful  teaching  of  “cutting  out”  and  sewing,  and  the  training 
in  neatness  enable  them  to  graduate  into  permanent  positions  of  trust,  or 
to  make  clothing  for  their  own  children,  and  care  for  their  families. 
The  trained  social  workers  of  the  different  “conferences”  find  in  these 
workrooms  a  valuable  supplement  to  the  work  of  the  Associated  Chari¬ 
ties,  in  the  training  of  unskilled  labor,  the  saving  of  public  money,  and 
the  development  of  self-help  and  self-respect.  The  rooms  offer  the  only 
work  test  for  women  in  that  part  of  the  city,  and  they  are  open  during 
the  summer,  when  it  is  not  easy  to  supply  from  other  sources  the  needs 
which  do  not  cease  with  the  coming  of  the  spring. 

There  is  not  enough  money  in  the  treasury  to  continue  the  work  for 
two  months  more,  and  the  rooms  must  be  closed  unless  $1500  can  be 
raised  at  once.  An  urgent  appeal  is  therefore  made  to  the  public,  that 
the  work  may  go  on.  ANNUAL  subscribers  are  especially  needed.
